and page 15 (argument i.) of Appellant's brief, the claimed invention requires deleting 
the hashtable and saving the database as a new hashtable in independent claims 1 and 
20 as well as notifying a registered party of an update in the XML Schema in 
independent claims 10 and 29. The prior art of record accordingly does not appear to 
expressly or impliedly suggest the above features as they are recited among the 
claimed elements. The depending claims have been allowed for similar reasons 
pertaining to their respective allowed parent claim.
